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Residents face tax hike 


• and businesses won't get benefits from enuaiized assessment

Didsbury’s residential property 
owners will get a tax bill approxi¬ 
mately 8.5 percent higher than last 
year when they open their mail next 
month 

In a special meeting held last 
Tuesday, Didsbury town council 
passed a mill rate by-law which 
includes a three percent increase for 
municipal purposes and a 20 per¬ 
cent increase in school taxes 

Businesses will also face a higher 
tax bill, just over 2.5 percent, with 
an increase of 1.02 percent for mu¬ 
nicipal purposes and a 3 67 percent 
increase in school taxes 

The new mill rate by-law was 
passed after council made it clear 
that tax bills were not to increase 
more than three percent for munici¬ 
pal tax purposes It was also agreed 
any increases in requisitions would 
not be subsidized by the municipal 
budget 

“Council decided that requisi¬ 
tions would be simply passed on to 
the tax payers,” said Didsbury act¬ 
ing CAO Doug Plamping 

Setting the mill rate for munici¬ 
pal tax purposes and figuring out 
the mill rate for requisitions for 
1995 was not an easy task for town 
staff thanks to the new equalized 
assessment undertaken last year The 
new system, ordered by the Alberta 
government to equalize property 
values around the province, in¬ 
creased Didsbury residential prop¬ 
erty values by approximately 64 
percent and lowered commercial 
and industrial property values by 
approximately five percent If town 
council chose to apply the same 
proportion of municipal tax dollars 
to the new assessment, it would 
mean residential property owners 
would face a tax bill increase for 
municipal purposes of nearly 12

The recent transfer of title of the 
Olds/Didsbury Airport from the 
province to the municipalities of 
Olds and Didsbury won’t change 
operations according to the airport 
commission 

Ruf May. Didsbury representa¬ 
tive on the commission, said the 
airport will continue to operate as 
usual despite the change of owner¬ 
ship, which became final March 31. 

The airport, built in 1982, will 
continued to be ran by the airport 
commission The commission was 
established by by-law which also 
outlined the agreement for the two 
municipalities to operate the airport 
over a 25 year term 

“Basically the function of the 
commission will remain the same,” 
said May. “But some of our respon¬ 
sibilities will change because Al¬ 
berta Aviation is in the process of 
being dissolved. ’ ’ 

May said that means the com¬ 
mission will now be responsible for 
maintaining the equipment at the 
airport which had formerly been 
maintained by the province 

May said the airport will also 
still accept all private airport busi¬ 
ness. 

“It is just like a bridge, it is a 
public utility, everyone has the right 
to use it,” he said 

But May did say that the airport 
commission had voted to refuse use 
of the airport to any aircraft carry¬ 
ing parachuters Signs stating that 
fact have been erected on airport 
property. 

“We looked at our insurance 
policy and we just couldn’t allow 
it,” May said. 

The stand-off with parachuters 
has been ongoing since last summer 
between the airport commission and 
the Canadian Skydiving Centre, a 
private company out of B.C. who 
had planned to use the airport to run 
parachuting lesson The commis¬ 
sion was forced to allow the para¬ 
chuting company to use their air¬ 
port last summer under provincial 
and federal regulations, but now 
that the airport belongs to the mu¬ 
nicipalities, May said they chose to 
forbid the practise 

“It is private property just like 
the town’s swimming pool,” May 
said “If (the pool supervisor) felt 
someone was being too rowdy or 
making the place unsafe, then she 
can kick anyone out loo ’ ’ 

May said the airport also may 
have lost a $200,000 construction 
deal because of the threat of 
skydivers in the area, a deal which 
they hope to re-establish this year 
“We also have over $70,000 
worth of construction for two small 
hangars set to begin next month,” 
May said

County sends out dratt recreation 
proposal

A recreation agreement proposal 
has been sent to the communities in 
the County of Mountain View in the 
hopes of ending a stalemate be¬ 
tween the county and municipali¬ 
ties over recreation funding. 

Didsbury, Olds and Sundre have 
been negotiating with the county 
over the past year in an attempt to 
increase their recreation funding 
from county residents. Didsbury in 
particular, which has been operat¬ 


ing without an agreement with the 
county for more than a year, had 
been requesting an increase to help 
balance the amount of taxes paid for 
recreation between rural and urban 
residents. 

But for the past year the county 
has remained silent on the position 
until last week when they released a 
position paper to the municipali¬ 
ties. 

In the paper, county council said 
their tax payers do not wish to in¬ 
crease taxes to raise recreational 
funding 


“It has been determined by con¬ 
sensus that the rural ratepayers do 
not want to see an increase in taxa¬ 
tion for recreational purposes,” the 
paper states. ‘ ‘There appears to be a 
general belief that recreation is not 
an essential service so far as the 
rural electorate is concerned.” 

As a result, the county has de¬ 
cided to maintain the same mill rate, 
.33 mills, but change the distribu¬ 
tion from assessment basis to a popu¬ 
lation basis. 

That change means Didsbury will

problem ” 

Plamping said the province con¬ 
siders a 60/40 percent split to be 
economically healthy 

Council, feeling that residential 
property owners in Didsbury would 
not tolerate a 12 percent increase, 
chose instead to balance out the mill 
rates But this again raised a con¬ 
cern 

“We then ran into the problem 
that the commercial/industrial mill 
rate was 70 percent higher than the 
residential mill rate,’ ’ Plamping said 
‘ ‘ That can be a disincentive to future 
development, so we are developing 
a policy which will help correct 
that.” 

Under the policy, the town will 
continue to budget to collect the 
same amount of tax dollars in future 


years as in 1995 and let growth 
lower the mill rate In 1996 alone, 
the mill rate is expected to decrease 
five percent with the addition of the 
new Super 8 Motel on the tax roll 
Plamping said the town plans to 
continue with this program until the 
commercial/industrial mill rate is 
20 percent higher than the residen¬ 
tial mill rate 

All totalled, the town will collect 
$1,011 million for municipal pur¬ 
poses, $26,641 for the Mount View 
Foundation and $618,541 for school 
taxes from residential tax payers 
Commercial/industrial tax payers 
will continue $368,067 for munici¬ 
pal purposes, $5,693 for the Mount 
View Foundation and $259,167 for 
school taxes. 


Calculating the residential mill rate 

Town council takes the amount they need to raise from taxes, for 
municipal purposes or for a requisition from the province for school 
taxes and divides the amount by the total residential equalized 
assessment That amount is then multiplied by 1000.

It is unfortunate that the recent ruling of the Supreme Court 
of Canada over the taxation of single parent’s child support has 
come down to a man versus woman issue 

While the issue is in reality a split between men and women 
because women are the parents who generally are awarded 
custody, the discrimination technically falls on parents who do 
end up with their children in the event of a divorce - mother or 
father 

Regardless of the sex of the parent who has custody of the 
children, they are penalized for their efforts and the parent 
without the responsibility is rewarded by the tax man The 
ruling means that parents without custody, who generally tend 
to be fathers, can write off their child support while the parent 
with custody, which tends to be the mother, has to pay income 
tax on the support payments 

It seems strange that the father (and I use the term father only 
to lessen the verbosity of parents without custody’), who 
would have to pay taxes on all his income if he was living in 
a whole family unit, is now getting a tax break The mother on 
the other hand, who generally tends to be paid less than fathers 
in the work force, is forced to give up a portion of her income, 
money which could be better spent on ensuring the children 
are well clothed, well fed, well sheltered and provided for in 
the future for things like education 

It is like the Canadian court system is rewarding the parent 
who decides he doesn’t want the children A monetary reward 
for lack of responsibility While I am aware that many fathers 
(again, I only use that word for simplicity’s sake) are not happy 
without custody and do not lack responsibility, they are still 
handed a tax break which is then transferred onto the mother 

As Suzanne Thibedeau said after the ruling, the judgement 
(which came down 7 to 2, the two female judges on the court 
being the dissenters) shows that the rules are made by men to 
benefit men 

Fortunately, Justice Minister Alan Rock recognized the 
disparity of the ruling and has decided to draft some legislation 
which will ensure one parent is not penalized in the unfortu¬ 
nate event of a divorce Let’s just hope the battle of the sexes 
realize this change would benefit the most important part of 
this issue - the children

Didsbury's town was elected by 
the people of Didsbury with the 
expectation that things would 
change Council and the commu¬ 
nity realized that major changes 
were needed in the way the town did 
their business The matter of corpo¬ 
rate review was first brought to coun¬ 
cil in December, 1993 by the then 
C.A.O., with a request from a firm 
named Baskicr Murchie 

A corporate review consists of 
interviewing all staff and council to 
ascertain their viewpoints of how 
things are being run and what they 
believe to be inconsistencies and 
where improvements can be made 
Also, under strict confidentiality, 
they can give their viewpoints of 
top management and council, the 
financial matters of the town, the 
policies, by-laws and committees 
of council The data is then com¬ 
piled and presented back to council 
with advice from the consultant 

After the presentation from 
Baskier Murchie, council then re¬ 
quested tenders from other firms 
George Cuff and Associates were 
chosen after checking their refer¬ 
ences, based on George's Years as 
an alderman, mayor and as a mu¬ 
nicipal consultant. 

When the finished document was 
presented to council, it was accepted 
only as information Documents and 
presentations accepted by council 


as information do not automatically 
become policy. Policies can be made 
by council based on information 
received and gathered. The Eco¬ 
nomic Development Strategy and 
any other policies adopted by coun¬ 
cil can be amended or changed at 
any time They are not written in 
stone and neither are by-laws. 

The first priority of council after 
the corporate review supported 
council's perception that changes 
were needed to implement a differ¬ 
ent style of organization which re¬ 
quired different management styles 
and skills. 

Mr Doug Plampmg was recom¬ 
mended to council be George Cuff 
and Associates as an applicant for 


interim Chief Administrative Of¬ 
ficer. He was involved with the study 
, but only on financial matters and 
not personnel issues; therefore was 
not involved in any personnel 
changes before they happened He 
was requested to come in for an 
interview by council and found to 
be very qualified to handle the Chief 
Administrative Officer's position on 
an interim basis for approximately 
three months Mr Plamping is not 
an applicant for the full time posi¬ 
tion. 

Council as an elected bixly of the 
town with the future in mind, had to 
make decisions in the best interest 
of the community rather than re¬ 
main with the status quo 


over the counter at the bank, threat¬ 
ening to use a weapon and made off 
with an undisclosed amount of 
money.

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Legislation no protection in Alberta

Premier Ralph Klein says the 
human rights of homosexuals are 
protected in Alberta, thanks to the 
Charter of Rights That doesn't mean 
Klein is about to see to it that those 
human rights are enforced. He isn't, 
but his government's public posi¬ 


tion on gay rights has been any¬ 
thing but straightforward 

Klein was commenting on two 
Supreme Court decisions and sug¬ 
gesting that the Charter protects 
gays from discrimination in hous¬ 
ing and employment, among other 
things, and on the surface, it leaves 
tile impression that he supports such 
protection 

In fact, from the start, his gov¬ 
ernment has been using the Charter 
to torpedo any move to protect 
gays from simple discrimination 
Just as Klein was wrapping up his 
party's leadership, government law¬ 
yers advised the Human Rights 
Commission that because of a ma¬ 
jor court decision, it would be nec¬ 
essary to start accepting complaints 
about discrimination against gays. 
The commission followed that le¬ 
gal advice, but two days after Klein 
became Premier-designate, the 
head of the commission was or¬ 
dered to secretly reverse the deci- 


Said the confidential memo, "To 
avoid embarrassment to our staff, 
they may receive complaints, BUT 
MUST TAKE NO ACTION ON 
THEM ." Several commission 
employees were removed from their 
jobs and Klein put Dianne Mirosh 
in charge Mirosh immediately sug¬ 
gested dismantling the Human 
Rights Commission and perhaps the 
Individuals Rights Protection Act. 

But the public review ordered by 
Mirosh found that most Albertans 
wanted the government to 
strengthen human rights and pro¬ 
tect the rights of gays. 

And the new chief commissioner, 
a former deputy minister under 
Mirosh, fired off a blistering memo 
that accused the government of "in¬ 
creasing and disruptive" political 
interference in the supposedly in¬ 
dependent body. 

Jack O'Neill became the third 
straight Tory appointee to question 


the government's motives, and the 
third to be relieved of the chief com¬ 
missioner's job after a single con¬ 
tract, (the previous complainant be¬ 
ing the Conservative constituency 
association president in Steve West's 
riding) Alberta became the prov¬ 
ince that spends the least in human 
rights protection and the govern¬ 
ment began plans to reduce that 
amount further by merging the com¬ 
mission with other bodies. 

Meanwhile, Court of Queen’s 
Bench Justice Anne Russell was rul¬ 
ing that sexual orientation must be 
"read into" Alberta's Individual's 
Rights Protection Act, just as Hu¬ 
man Rights Commission lawyers had 
advised 18 months earlier 

Klem's government overruled the 
new Minister responsible for the 
commission, Gary Mar, and ap¬ 
pealed the ruling. 

It's been 24 years since the newly- 
elected Conservative government of 
Peter Lougheed created the com¬ 


mission and the IRPA, in the very 
first legislation introduced Lougheed 
has since called it his proudest ac¬ 
complishment 

But times have changed A number 
of Tory MLA's are publicly calling 
for the elimination of both the Act 
and the commission. So did many PC 
party members at this year's annual 
convention They do not appear to 
have the support of the public, though 
A poll conducted by the University of 
Alberta's Population Research Lab 
revealed that 52 percent of Albertans 
support protection of human rights 
for gays, with 27 percent opposed. 

Nationally, an Angus Reid poll 
found that more than 80 percent of 
Canadians believe gays and lesbians 
experience job discrimination and 
more than half said they would speak 
out in defence of the victims 

What isn't clear, whatever side of 
the issue you're on, is why Klein has 
chosen not to be straightforward about 
his government position.

Snow White and The Seven Dwarfs was one of the 
favorites and it's the first movie Kate can remember 
seeing Snow White w as released at Christmas in 1937 so 
it was 40-years-old w hen she was bom It's the first movie 
I can remember and the first movie for people 10 years 
older than I Sound of Music, Driving Miss Daisy and 
African Queen were mentioned more than once and other 
favorites ranged from the oldest. Going My Way, to the 
newest, Forest Gump There was one vote for "anything 
starring Roy Rogers," several votes for big musicals like, 
Brigadoon, Oklahoma and Show Boat and votes for old 
classics like: Gone With The Wind, middle aged classics 
like MASH and newer ones on the way to becoming 
classics. Sophie's Choice and Dancing With Wolves 
There were favorites in animated movies. Fantasia and 
Pete's Dragon and favorite comedies. Oh God and The 
Gods Are Angry There were TV mov ies, Anne of Green 


Gables and The Thombirds Quite a range really, but 
overall they celebrated the human condition, came out 
fairly happily in the end, did not dwell much on violence 
and left the viewer feeling uplifted rather than depressed 

In 1872, Eadweard Muybridge, an Englishman living 
in California, was hired by Governor Leland Stanford to 
help w in a $25,000 bet Stanford had bet that at some point 
in a horse's gallop all four of its feet left the ground 
Muybridge strung twelve cameras along a track and 
attached strings to the shutters in such a way that the 
running horse would catch the strings and trip the shutters 
Muybridge was forced to put the project on hold while he 
w as tried for the murder of his wife's lover and there is no 
record of how many cameras were wTeckcd while they 
established the range but the, sequence of pictures prov ed 
Stanford correct and won the bet 

Cleared of the murder charges, Muybridge went on 
with his experiments while making publicity photos for 
the Union Pacific Railroad Using his horse and train 
pictures Muybridge gave lectures with a zoopraxiscope 
Photographs were printed on a rotating glass disc and 
projected by lantern onto a screen, thus the illusion of 
moving pictures At the World's Colombian Exposition of 
1893 in Chicago, a special hall was built to exhibit the 
zoopraxiscope By this time he had more pictures and the 
largest category was of nude women falling face down 
onto mattresses and throwing buckets of water onto one 
another 

Isn't it reassuring to know that marital problems and 
bad taste are such long standing traditions in the movie 
industry 

In 1882 a Frenchman, Etiennc-Julcs Marey, developed 


a cylindrical photographic plate that took 12 images a 
second as the plate rotated, but what they really needed 
was a way to capture thousands of exposures on one 
film This is where Thomas Edison enters the fray In 
1888 he patented an "optical phonograph" a moving 
film strip that was finally developed in 1891 by Edison’s 
employee William Dickson To make the film run 
more smoothly, Dickson developed the sprocket sys¬ 
tem but Edison took all the credit They eventually 
quarreled to the point that Dickson left Edison's labo¬ 
ratory 

Edison opened the first movie theatre on April 14, 
1894 in New York City For a nicklc, patrons watched 
weightlifting, gymnastics or Buffalo Bill mounting his 
horse and shooting his pistols This was peep show 
s,ylc, projecting movies onto a screen came later on 
April 23, 1896 The Great Train Robbery in 1903 
featured the first close ups and the first coherent plot 
Sound began in 1928 

My dad's favorite movies were the Tarzan series 
Ralph's mom thought Nelson Eddy and Jeannette 
McDonald had never been equaled, our children like 
Monty Python among others Ralph prefers a Western 
with Jimmy Stewart or John Wayne and I have a 
weakness for John Candy, Jessica Tandy, Peter Ustinov 
and all the old great musicals 

Times change, tastes change We watched Paint 
Your Wagon recently It was really awful I guess we 
are goings to have to give Forest Gump a try

The way of life

St. Cyprians' Anglican Church 


We live in an age when every¬ 
thing is surveyed and everything is 
under review Nothing is sacred and 
in some ways that can be very healthy 
as it forces society to take an honest 
look at itself 

This applies to religion where 
survey after survey indicates that 
the vast majority of Canadians be¬ 
lieve in God, perhaps 70 percent to 
19 percent The same research indi¬ 
cates that many people search for 
meaning in life and a sense of values 


but with little confidence that any of 
the established churches can be of 
much help in their individual search 
This is a sad commentary on all 
of the churches and on all of us 
involved, as it may indicate that we 
have not given enough attention to 
the teaching of Jesus Christ. Using 
the fifteenth chapter of Luke’s Gos¬ 
pel, of Good News, as an example, 
Jesus used story after story to indi¬ 
cate that lost people matter to God. 
He used examples like the famous 
story of the son that asked his father 
for money and went off to another 
land and wasted everything, but 


when he came to his senses he re¬ 
turned to his father willing to work 
at anything just to get a meal It is a 
familiar biblical story and a familiar 
type of story in real life However, 
the example of the father in the 
bible story, who welcomes back the 
lost son is an example of God's love 
for us 

Similar stories are about the lost 
sheep and when the 99 sheep are in 
the fold, (or close to the farm house) 
the energy goes on finding the sin¬ 
gle one who is lost, or the women 
who lost a coin and searched for the 
coin and then celebrated when it 


was found 

All of these stories demonstrate 
God's love for humans 

In a world where more and more 
people have grown up and matured 
with no understanding of Christian 
principles or the concept that God 
loves each person individually those 
of us involved in Christian faith 
surely have a greater and greater 
responsibility to communicate the 
good news of Jesus Christ to those 
around us. Each person will decide 
for themselves how they will react 
and that is their choice, but if Chris¬ 
tian people are to follow the teach¬ 


ing of Jesus to go into all the world 
to preach the gospel, then we have 
to remember that "the world" starts 
at our back door and our kitchen 
table and soon gets extended to the 
coffee shop and the work place and 
wherever people gather 

If lost people matter to God then 
we have to ask ourselves, do they 
matter to us and do they matter to 
our churches? God always chal¬ 
lenges his people and this is one 
more challenge!

Alberta beef exports increase Motel stated to open

In a year of record Alberta beef 
production, two other important 
records were achieved in the export 
market. 

"Alberta beef exports to the US. 
were up 30 percent and exports to 
Japan doubled in value," said 
Michael Adam, trade statistician 
with Alberta Agriculture’s market 
analysis and statistics branch 
"There’s an important relation¬ 
ship between the U S and Alberta 
beef The U S is Alberta’s largest 
export customer five cattle and 
beef arc the province’s largest ex¬ 
port commodities," he noted 
The quantity and value of beef 
exports to the U S were both up 
significantly in 1994 Export sales 
topped $326 million, up more than 
28 percent, while export volume 
rose 37 percent from about 84,000 
tonnes to an estimate of almost 
115,000 tonnes 

"There are several reasons for 
the record Alberta beef exports to 
the US” said trade director Dave 
Rous "There’s a much greater 
awareness of Alberta beefs quality 
That awareness has created a de¬ 
mand As well, an excellent busi¬ 


ness relationship has developed 
between Alberta packers and U S. 
buyers" 

A final factor has been the 
favorable exchange rate "A lower 
Canadian dollar makes quality Al¬ 
berta beef even more attractive," he 
said 

Trade statistics also show Al¬ 
berta exporters made inroads into 
the Japanese beef market in 1994 
Alberta beef export values doubled 
from $7 million in 1993 to an esti¬ 
mated $14.2 million last year 

Awareness and a favorable ex¬ 
change rate were also factors in 
Alberta's beef trade with Japan John 
Cotton, senior Asia/Pacific trade 
director, said greater awareness of 
the Canadian and, more particu¬ 
larly the Alberta product, was the 
major factor 

"Alberta packers, through the 
work of organizations such as the 
Canadian Beef Export Federation 
(CBEF) have also become more 
aware of Japanese buyers' needs 
and the demands of the Japanese 
market," said Cotton 

" The current strength of the Japa¬ 
nese yen and recent adjustments in 
the beef industry have also added to 
our cost competitiveness,” he added 


"The 1994 statistics for beef ex¬ 
ports, consumption and imports also 
show a shift in domestic trading 
patterns," said Rous 

Quebec, Ontario and British 
Columbia arc major Alberta beef 
customers However, less Alberta 
beef went to each province last year 
"This trend, a shift away from 
east-west trade, was predicted," he 
added "Globalization and trade 
agreements have given both pro¬ 
ducers and packers more market 
options. They've chosen the ones 
that lead to better profits and long¬ 
term growth "

"Most of the surveyed famiers 
are wearing hats and protective 
clothing," noted Malyk. "About 88 
percent wear a hat and 85 percent 
protective clothing "However, it's 
important to wear the right types of 
clothing to minimize your expo¬ 
sure. " 

Long sleeved shirts and pants 
are best A hat should protect the 
ears, back of the neck, nose and 
chin. 

"Many farmers wear the tradi¬ 
tional baseball cap, but it doesn't 
provide enough protection for the 
ears, back of the neck and the tem¬ 
ples," she said 

"There's an interesting note here 
for the industry' Many of those base¬ 
ball caps are provided free by agri¬ 
businesses and agri-suppliers. In the 


survey, almost 95 percent of the 
farmers said they’d wear a protec¬ 
tive hat if it was provided free of 
charge," she added 

Four examples of sun protective 
hats are the Tilly hat, a straw pith 
helmet, a cap with a neck slap and a 
small brimmed cowboy hat Protec¬ 
tive hats should have at least a three- 
inch brim 

The number of farmers who wear 
sunscreen is significantly lower than 
those who wear a hat and protective 
clothing Less than 40 percent of 
those surveyed said they used sun¬ 
screen 

"Sunscreen is an important part 
of being sun safe," said Malyk

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Peace Run comes to Didsbury 

• all they are relaying is 'give peace a chance ’

When a tiny illuminated speck 
on the east horizon was spotted by 
nine pairs of watchful eyes, a small 
cheer went up from the group gath¬ 
ered in the camp kitchen at Rosebud 
Campground on May 20. 

The relay runner, one of a group 
of ten participating in the Sri 
Chinmoy Peace run, loped down 
the hill past ‘Windsor Castle' and 
across the campground where he 
was greeted by applause and con¬ 
gratulations by a small contingent 
of well-wishers gathered to greet 
the group 

Participants in the Peace Run 
have been literally relaying a peace¬ 
ful message since the run's incep¬ 
tion in 1987. Designed to promote 
personal and global awareness, the 
event encompasses over 500 run¬ 
ning events ranging from fun runs 
and relays to world class marathons 
and triathlons involving more than 
70 countries around the globe. Over 
the years hundreds of thousands of 
people, including Paul McCartney, 
Arnold Schwarzenegger, Mother 
Theresa and Pope John Paul II, have
